It was further suggested that applications for membership be sent to all previ- 
ous and future applicants requesting coordination. 


There was no FCC report.

The 448 coordinator, Jon Marcinkos reported on several coordinations recently conducted. 
Larry Babcock, WB7USL, has been coordinated a UHF backbone at his Enumclaw Site for use by 
the NAPRA organization. Mark Holbrook, WS7M, was coordinated the repeater pair of 
441/446.458 for use in the Issaquah area. Scott Bogue, KE7LE, was coordinated the Old John 
Kelley frequencies of 442/447.45 for use on the old Channel 13 tower in Tacoma. The freq, 
Of 443/449.975 was coordinated to the Quantum Medical Repeater Group under the call sign 
of N7ECR. This will be a low level repeater in Issaquah. John Bridenbaugh, N7KGJ, and his 
GPOUP were coordinated the pair of 444/449.525 for use at the old Ken Rau 444.375 repeater 
site in Issaquah.

All the Board Members fad been polled as to the 
next course of action and the all indicated that it would be best if the pair was coordi- 
nated to WA7NAN. This would replace the SNP channel of 145.13 that he now occupies, Zt 
was noted that his was the old formal application on file for this pair. 


Therefor, the frequency pair was coordinated to WA7NAN by the Board to be installed on 
Rattelsnake Mtn, near North Bend. By rules set forth in the WWARA Coordination Policies, 
the new system must incorporate CTCSS protection.

At the last Board Meeting, Mr. Hude was tentatively coordinated this pair, pending tests 
with the other co-channel users in Oregon and B.C. (See December 1989 COORDINATOR) in a 
recent letter to the Board from Mr. Hude, he indicates an unwillingness on Oregon’s part 
to cooperate in these tests. He states that they are promoting a trade of 147.12, now on 
the South side of Mt. Hood with 147.32 now on South Saddle Mtn. in the Coast Range West of 
Hillsboro. These statements by Oregon are entirely contrary to Oregon’s initial response 
to the Board Meeting regarding the pending coordination. 


In his letter, Mr Hude suggests that such a trade of channels would be a trade for a 
trades sake only or a maneuver to thwart his coordination attempts. He indicates that no 
coverage gains could be realized on Oregon’s part by such a move. He sites the fact that 
Canada still operates on both channels with approximately equal coverage to the South. 


The Board was also polled on this issue and after receipt of Mr Hudes letter, they unani- 
mousiy consented to approve Mr Hydes request for coordination on a permanent basis. The 
system is to operate as outlined in the original application on a non-interference basis 
with the repeaters co-channeled on 147.12 operating from locations of record at the time 
of application. The system will be installed with CTCSS protection as set forth in the 
WWARA Coordination Policies. 


NEW BUSINESS: 


Vice Chairman Herman read a request from Jon Marcinko, W7FHZ,. to re-coordinate the 
146.12/72 repeater to him in Shelton. He indicated that John Milner, KB7BK, was no longer 
able to maintain the repeater and has solid the system to him. Jon indicated that all the 
technical parameters of the original 1981 coordination would be maintained at the Shelton 
site and that Bud Soper, W7ECK, would be the the trustee. The repeater is used by the 
Mason County ARC which is active in ARES in the County. 


Jon enclosed a letter from John Milner affirming the sale and Jon also supplied a new Tech 
Data sheet with contacts and phone numbers.

COORDINATION TO BE PROGRAM TOPIC ...NW7CR 


Your Chairman was recently invited to speak to a couple of local organizations about Coor- 
dination and the WWARA. On Jan i3th the 147.88 repeater group and on the 20th the Mike 
and Key ARC. Last fall Coordination was the topic at the Bremerton (WWARA) meeting. 


The WWARA and fresuency coordination are often misunderstood by Joe Ham for a simple rea- 
son, he does not understand how the system works and that he can be a part of it. It is 
the lack of understanding of the coordination mechanism that often results in conflicts 
etc. If you know of anyone that would like to know more about coordination here in West- 
ern Washington, or nationally for that matter, invite them to a WWARA meeting and encour- 
age them to Join the Association. If you’d like to have coordination as a program topic 
at your club or organizations meeting, contact the WWARA. 


ARRL TO SEEK PRE-EMPTION ...Westlink 


ARRL Hudson Director, Steve Mendelsohn, WASDHF, has succeeded in leading the League 
to battle to assure amateurs the continued right to engage in mobile operations. Recent- 
ly, several state and local municipalities have attempted or actually enacted regulations 
that prohibit the transportation and use by anyone of certain tupes of radio gear that can 
monitor or transmit on police or other public service frequencies. Mendelsohn’s home 
state of New Jersey recently enacted laws that require anyone who wants to carry and use 
any type of short wave radio in a car....INCLUDING AMATEUR RADIO GEAR...to first obtain 
police permission. 

At the recent meeting of the ARRL Executive Committee in St Louis, Steve introduced a 
motion which was passed by the committee that instructs ARRL counsel Chris Imlay, NSAKD, 
to file a request with the FCC for a declaratory ruling. The Committee wants the FCC to 
decree that it 15 pre-empting state statutes and local ordinances which restrict the pro- 
cession and operation by licensed amateurs of radio equipment having incidental capability 
to receive frequencies outside of the amateur bands. The request is expected to get wide- 
spread support from other public service oriented groups that use the capabilities of ama- 
teur radio, including the CAP, Search and Rescue teams, REACT etc. Opposition is expected 
from states and municipalities which want more control over radio communications in their 
geographic area. 
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9702 MHz COORDINATION SUSPENDED.....Westlink 


Populating the new 982-928 band has come to a screeching halt in Southern California after 
Pacific Telesis showed up on the band. Effective December 7th the Southern California and 
Remote Base Assn, (SCREBA) suspended all coordination for the 33cm band after Internation- 
al Teletrac Systems, a subsidiary of Pacific Telesis, announced it will begin operation of 
a commercial radiolocation service in the greater LA area. The sustem, which holds prima- 
ry usage on the band, will occupy eight MHz of spectrum between 984 and 912 MHz and has 
the capacity to locate more than 3,80@.@@0 vehicle positions every 24 hours. 


SCRBBA’s technical committee intends to meet with ITS to evaluate further Amateur Radio 
use of the band and to determine what options, if any, are open. These include, but are 
not limited to, continuing coordination within the framework of the current 33 cm band 
Plan, making minor adjustments to the current band plan to accommodate ITS, or sponsoring 
a band planning meeting to hash out an entirely new band plan. 


Southern California is not alone in this dilemma, by 1991 ITS will have similar sustems 
Operating in many U.S. cities. Seattle and Portland will come on line in i991. 


Recently, at SCRBBA’s urging, the ARRL Executive Committee voted to amend the 33cm band 
plan so that 986 to 989 would be designated for repeater inputs and 918 to 921 for 
outputs. This is the reverse of what was adopted by the ARRL Board in July of of 1989, 
but was in keeping with what had been agreed to for that band at a joint SCRBBA and ARRL 
sponsored band planning meeting in Torrance, California, last year. As a result of the 
intrusion by ITS, it may well be that another meeting of this type, and possibly more than 
Just one meeting, will be needed before hams will be able to populate 982-928 in a way 
that does not interfere with the primary users of the band.

PELTS,; NOW USERS WILL USE WHAT WE LOST ...Westlink 


PELTS is a spectrum allocation request before the FCC that proposes returning a part 
of the newly reallocated 220-222 MHz spectrum back to the general public in 
the form of a personal emergency locator sustem. PELTS is an acronym for Private Emergen- 
cy Locator Transmitter System, and its backers are seeking five pairs of channels in the i 
1/4 meter commercial band for introduction of the life saving sustem. 

Under the proposal, PELTS would become the emergency locator transmitter (CELT) of the 
individual. In an emergency situation, the wearer of a PELTS portable transceiver would 
oniy have to press a button to summon immediate help. An added feature would be the abili- 
ty for 2-way voice communications so that PELTS users could detail his situation to a doc- 
tor, emergency service or whoever would be answering the request. 

The current PELTS request seeks 5@KHz of spectrum between 228 and 222 for its exclu- 
sive use. In operation, the spectrum would be divided into 1@ channels, each 5 KHz wide. 
Channels would be paired for duplex use, resulting in a nationwide plan of five PELTS 
locator channels. Besides the use of transferred spectrum of the Amateur Radio Service, 
the only negative regarding PELTS that we see is that the current NPRM places no restric- 
tion on voice communications nor does it require transmitter auto-identification. Since 
user to user communications is possible, there is fear in some quarters that degradation 
of service quality could result without auto-ID and constraint on communications. Propos- 
als for curbs and limits are expected in the commentary process. 

During the relocation fight, the main thrust of the amateur community in its argument 
to retain 220-222 was to keep the spectrum available for public service, especiaily in 
time of crisis. Unlike the FCC plan that calls for total commercialization of the reallo- 
cated spectrum, PELTS is commercial only as far as the sale of the hardware and logistic 
support. While it may return a handsome profit to its initial backers, the long term life 
Saving aspect of PELTS, and its availability to all citizens; including hams, make it a 
hard issue for the amateur community to oppose.

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Meanwhile..... 


The FCC has begin the rule making process that will eventually lead to the expulsion 
of amateurs from 220-222. The latest action is aimed at setting up service rules for 
using this spectrum, one of the steps that must occur before licenses can be issued. 

The FCC is proposing to use a part of the band for trunking channels. 220 Pairs of 5 
KHz wide pairs would be created in keeping with the Commissions push to develop new 
narrowband communications technologies. 

Other proposals include letting market forces determine now much spectrum will be 
utilized by various types of users, and one idea calls for setting up non-commercial 
channels. The Commission says that those would be reserved for use by licensees to meet 
their own internal communications needs. 

Blocks of channels would also be set up and most would be available to non- 
commercial, nationwide, licensees. Nationwide commercial applicants, like UPS, would be 
awarded some of the other blocks. Even the government, currently under fire for hoarding 
spectrum, would be granted a part of the band for use all across the country. 

Non-nation-wide licensee would be given channels exclusively for a 708 mile range, 
with licenses good for 5 years. The FCC also proposed that applications be granted on a 
first come, first awarded basis. The Commission adds that a lottery could be used if 
needed. 

This latest FCC action is independent of the legal challenges against the 
reallocation brought by both the Department of Justice and the ARRL. Many Washington 
observers feel that the Commission will simply reaffirm its original reallocation decision 
if ordered to take another look at the matter by the appeals court. Most feel that for 
the FCC to do otherwise would mean a major loss of power and stature within the Washington 
political community.

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THE BYLAWS, ONE OF OUR GUIDELINES { Page 1 } 

At the last meeting it was requested that the Bylaws of the WWARA be published. The WWARA 
has two sets of operating guidelines, the Bylaws and the Coordination Policies. The for- 
mer establishes the form of the Association in a general way, the latter guides and gives 
direction in the area where we do most of our work, frequency coordination. Please save 
these for future reference. 

ARTICLE I = Name 
SECTION 1. This organization shall be known as the Western Washington Amateur Relay Asso- 
ciation, hereinafter freferred to as the WWARA. The term ‘relay’ shall be defined as 
including repeaters, remote bases, and remotely controlled stations, herein after referred 
to as sustems. 

ARTICLE II :Purpose 
SECTION i. The purpose of the WWARA shall be: 


As To furnish system coordination, frequency conservation and management. 


B. To determine and recommend technical and operational standards and policies for 
Amateur Radio relau sustems. 


Cs To help minimize radio interference between and among system users. 
ARTICLE III *Membership 


SECTION 1. Membership in the WWARA shall be open to individual or organizations displaying 
an interest in Amateur Radio relay sustems. 


A. Requirements for regular membership are defined as owners or users of a coordi- 
nated system(s) and payment of annual dues. (amended i2-3-88) 


B. (Deleted i12-3-88) 


a The membership period shall be the calendar year, January first through December 


ARTICLE IV =Voting 


SECTION i. The right to vote in matter of WWARA business shall be accorded each regular 
member. 


SECTION 2. Organizations or individuals operating more than one coordinated system shall 
have one vote. 


SECTION 3. Each regular member shall exercise their vote through their official represen- 
tative or via a party specifically so designated by that representative. 


ARTICLE V :Board of Directors 


SECTION i. The Board of Directors shall consist of three Officers} Chairman, Vice- 
Chairman, Secretary-Treasurer and four Representatives at large. 


SECTION 2. The Board of Directors shall be responsible for administering WWARA activities 
in accordance with the wants and needs of the members subject to the Bylaws. 


SECTION 3. The election of Directors shall take place at the last General Business meeting 
of the year. 


SECTION 4A. The Board of Directors shall be elected from regular members of the WWARA | 
Nominees must be present or submit evidence as to their willingness to serve. (Designat 
44 12-3-88) 


SECTION 4B. The Board of Directors shall consist of owner/operators of coordinated sys- 
tem(s). (Added i2z-3-88) 


SECTION 5. Terms of office: 


A. The office of Chairman. Vice-Chairman and Secretary-Treasurer shall be one cal- 
endar year. 


B. Representatives shall be two calendar years, with two positions elected each 
year. 


SECTION 6. Limitations of terms: 


A. Representatives shall not be re-elected unless the office holder has been 
appointed by the Board to fill an un-expired term. 


B. Officers may be re-elected. 
SECTION 7. In the event a Director is unable to complete his or her term for any reason, 
the Board of Directors shall appoint a temporary Director who will serve until the next 


election. 


SECTION 8. A Director can be removed by a majority vote of of the Board of Directors or by 
a majority of the regular membership. 


SECTION 9. All Board of Director actions may be reversed by a majority vote of the regular 
membership. 


SECTIGN 1@. Board of Director members missing three consecutive regular meetings shall be 
replaced by the Board. 
ARTICLE VI :Duties of Officers 

SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to: 

A. Preside over all WWARA meetings. 

B. Supervise the activities of all standing committees. 
SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice Chairman to: 

A. In the absence of the Chairman preside over all WWARA meetings. 

B. Be chairman of the Membership Committee. 
SECTION 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer tot 

A. Keep accurate records of all meetings, correspondence and system data. 


B. Perform such secretarial duties as may be required by the Directors and/or Com- 
mittee Chairmen. 
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C. Keep accurate records of all financial transactions of the Association. 
D. Perform such financial duties as may be requested by the Directors. 
SECTION 4. It shall be the duty of the Representatives to: 


+A; Assist in the administration and discharging of responsibilities of the 
Association. 


ARTICLE VII :Committees 
SECTION 1. The Technical Committee of the WWARA shall be a standing committee of the 
WWARA. The WWARA shall appoint its members. The function of the Technical Committee 
shall be toa: 
A. Advise the Board as to technical matters. 


BE. To Assist members of the WWARA in resolving technical matters. 


SECTION 2. The Membership Committee of the WWARA shall be chaired by the Vice-Chairman. 
The function of the committee shall be tao: 


A. Encourage membership in the Association. 
BE. Maintain a voting security system. 


SECTION 3. The FCC Liaison Committee of the WWARA shall be responsible for interfacing of 
the WWARA with FCC local, regional and monitoring facilities. 


SECTION 4. Coordinating Committees: 
The Board shall appoint a chairman for the following committees: 


A. i@ and 6 meters 
B. 2 Meters 

ee 228 MHz 

D. 44@ MHz 

E. 9800/1200 MHz 

ae Packet Radio 


Coordination committees shall keep accurate records of all related coordinations and shall 
make this information to the Secretary at any time. 


SECTION 5. The Board of Directors may establish such other committees and appoint repre- 
sentatives as may be necessary to carry out WWARA business. All committees and represen- 


tatives shall be responsible to the Board of Directors. 


SECTION 6 The Board of Directors may, at any time, appoint an audit committee to provide 
the Board with an independent report. 


ARTICLE VIII *Meetings 
SECTION 1. General Business Meetings. 


A. The WWARA shall hold at least 3 General Business meetings per calendar year.

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SECTION 2. Regular Board of Director Meetinas. 
A. The WWARA shall hold at least 3 Board of Director meetings per calendar year. 


SECTION 3. Written notice of all regular meetings shall be mailed to all members not less 
than 7 days prior to said meetings. 


SECTION 4. Quorum. 
A. Quorum for General Business meetings shall be those present. 
B. Quorum for Board of Director meetings shall be four Directors. 
SECTION 5. Special meetings. 


A. Special meetings may be called by the Chairman or 4 Directors. All effort shall 
be made to notifu ali Directors. 


RB. A Special Business meeting may be called upon written request of 25% of the reg- 
ular members or by the Board of Directors. 


SECTION 4 All Regular Meetings of the WWARA shall be held in public buildings or facili- 


ties open to all interested parties. The time and location all all Regular Meetings shall 
be set by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE IX :Dues and Assessments 


SECTION 1. WWARA dues and assessments shall be determined by the Board of Directors and 
approved by the membership. 


ARTICLE X :Affiliations 


SECTION i. The WWARA may affiliate with or sponsor such other organizations as the Associ- 
ation may deem appropriate. 


ARTICLE XI *Binding Actions 


SECTION 1. All actions passed by a vote of the WWARA within the authority of these Bulaws 
shall be considered binding on all members as the policu of the WWARA. 


ARTICLE XII Disbursement of funds 
SECTION 1. Should the WWARA disband, the remaining funds from the treasury shall be donat- 
ed to a non-profit organization or similar interest, or the ARRL. 

ARTICLE XIII tAmendments 
SECTION 1. The Bylaws may be amended by a majority vote of the membership at a Regular or 


Special membership meeting. Notification of intent to amend must be made 7 daus prior to 
the meeting.

JAMMER FINED ...Westlink 


The FCC has upheld the Private Radio Bureau’s action which imposed a $12@@ monetary for- 
feiture against David B. Hodges, N3DTH, for intentional QRMing and for his failure to 
properly ID his station. The FCC, after it received a number 

of complaints of ORM to a Baltimore ATV sustem, traced the source of the interference to 
Hodges QTH. 


Mr Hodges said that he did not recall whether he made the transmissions on any specific 
date, he admitted that, on occasion, he made such transmissions to cause interference when 
provoked by others. 


The FCC noted that such transmissions could serve no legitimate purpose and were clearly 
intended to cause harmful interference. His failure to ID was obviously intended to make 
detection difficult or unlikely, therefor, the FCC concluded that his arguments neither 
excused nor mitigated the violations, they ordered the $1200 fine be paid.
